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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the prioritizing engine being 
external Rueter teaches an external programmer that will received data on the clinically significatn events that have occurred since the last 
interface (see for example Rueter column 2 lines 1 0-13). That is the same function as the prioritizing engine. Rueter teaches a method 
comprising: prioritizing with a prioritization engine events obtained from interrogation of a medical device implanted in a patient, wherein the 
prioritization engine is external to the patient and presenting a list of the events based on the prioritization (see for example Rueter column 
1 lines 44-48 and lines 65-67 and column 2 lines 1-9 and column 2 lines 10-25 and column 3 lines 33-36). Rueter does not specifically 
recite that the events include therapy and diagnostic events. However, Official Notice is taken that the history of medical device 
interrogation an event consists of therapies and diagnostics. One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention would have found it 
obvious to combine the prioritizing method of Reuter with the commonly recognized practice of events in the medical field with the 
motivation of extracting data that are relevant to the user. . 
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
